Continuation of 3. NOTE: The changes in language to claims 50 and 62 require further consideration from the examiner. Also, new 
claims 70-91 have not been previously considered by the examiner and this clearly requires further consideration. Also, applicant has 
added 21 new claims while only cancelling 4 previosly pending claims. . 

Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the 101 rejection for claim 50, the 1 12,1st rejection for claims 
11,13-15 and the 112.2nd rejection for claims 11,13-15, and 50. . 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are non-persuasive. For the 101 
rejection, claims cannot fall into two statutory classes of invention. The examiner disagrees with applicant on this issue. Concerning the 
112,2nd rejections, the arguments are non-persuasive and the position of the examiner remains as set forth in the Final rejection. The 
claims are found to be indefinite. With respect to the prior art traversal, they are found to be non-persuasive. The examiner believes that 
a smart card satisfies what is claimed for the reasons already set forth by the examiner in the Final rejection. The specification does not 
limit the scope of the claimed reference identifier as it just gives examples of what it can be and does not provide an explicit definition. 
This means that examples not listed in the specification are also included in the scope of this language. In Ouimet there is a parking 
meter associated with each parking space, namely the parking meter 12. The examiner does not view the scope of the claim language in 
the same manner as applicant is. With respect to new claims 70-91 , they have not been considered on the merits because of the fact that 
they were first introduced after prosecution has been closed in the Final rejection. . 
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
